The ecantain. became 
auspicious and blew three blasts, 
with the reault that .the launches 
wot together and after na hurried 
consultation between those on 
board: they moved away. 

The cuptain of the San Sal Kal 
guthered the impression that tlie 
Jaunches were up to no good, and 
the fact that they moved off was 
attributed to the circumstance 
that the steamer wasn freighter 
and had very little abourd that 
was worth the pirates’ rigk in at- 
tempting to get abourd.

Ruling Explained.
